Siam — Bangkok. — Month of October, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 600,000. Total number of deaths not reported. Three deaths 
from cholera and 7 from plague reported. 

Sierra Leone. — Month of October, 1909. Estimated population, 
40,000. Total number of deaths 68. No deaths from contagious 
diseases.
